It appeared $400 of the amount was paid in 
Confederate seven and the question was 
whether the receipt of such money Was 
voluntary, or under stress of threats and in- 
timidations; and the court below charged the 
jury that if the plaintiff received this Con- 
federate cheerfully, and of his.own 
free will and accord, recognizing the same as 
a payment, then he could not recover. But 
if he received it by reason of intimidation, 
or on account of fradulent representation 
made by the defendant, then plaintiff would 
be entitled to recover. 

The effect of these instructions to the jury 
is that the ucceptance of Confederate cur- 
rency, in payment and settlement of the debt 
must, by the creditor, be done cheerfully — 
freely, and withouta ny intimidation; other- 
wise such acveptance would not bar an action 
by the creditor. In this there is error.

ecutory contracts and unsettled transactions. 
This court has constantly held that the aid of 
the laW will not bo given to persons seeking 
to enforce such contracts, the consideration of 


which was the Confederate currency. The aid 
of the court is refused, not alone from the no- 


tion of illegality of consideration, nor of favor 


to one or disfavor to the other party; it is here 
too public policy. This currency was used for 
the purpose of mainting the rebellion, and 
was, in fact, a most powerful aid, without 
which its existence would have been feeble 
and brief. Hence, in the contemplation of 
the National Government, and of the courts 
existing by the power of that Goyernment, it 
is not otherwise than viewed asa currency, 
mischievous to the last degree. Hence it fol- 
lows, that the courts of this State will give no 
aid to the enforcement of executory con- 
tracts, the consideration of which was the
